As your firm is now a user of one of our Style B Kelly presses, we feel 
4+ our duty to call your attention to our improved ATF C-Kelly Press. 
This model supersedes the Style B, manufacture of which has been discontinued. 


So that you may have & full understanding why we built the ATF C-Kelly 
as we did, we are going to give you 4s priefly as possible an outline 
ef both machines.

The form must be locked on the bed to run the maximum form on the 
Style B Kelly. While this can and is being done every dey, it is 

not a profitable thing to do. Press is "down" while forms are carried 
in galleys to the press and locked on the bed. It is the printer's 
job to lock up the form; therefore, in most shops the printer's time 


as well as the pressman's is consumed while the form is being locked 
on the press.

An increasing amount of advertising work is being run 8$x1l bleed... 
trimmed size. Hven with the Auxiliary Distributor the Style B 
maximum form is not large enough. Form work is practically all 
8}x11.From en economic standpoint, they must be run 4—up.The ATF 
C-Kelly handles this perfectly, and the full form can be locked 
inside the chase. 


The ATF C—Kelly was built to print 17x22, and the Style B to print 
14x20. The fact that the B will feed a 17x22 sheet has ceused many 
printers to erroneously classify it as a 17x22 press. 


The deadline on the ATF C-Kelly is clear of the cylinder. Form can be 
planed down and changes made at the head of form much easier than on 
the Style B.

Roller reversal on full size forms has for years been the main object- 
ion to the Style B Kelly. This objection is unfounded when the press 
is kept within the form size for which it was made (14x20). However, 
stretching the press to 17x22 has caused users plenty of trouble. The 
ATF C—Kelly was designed to eliminate this trouble. There is no re- 
versal of rollers on the full size form. In addition to the two steel 
vibrators as used on the Style B Kelly, the C-Kelly has a large ink 
drum to assist in breaking up the ink before it reaches the form rol- 
lers. The ink fountain cheeks ara split to enable operator to wash 


end of fountain roller more thoroughly when changing to lighter colors. 


MAKEREADY 


Cylinder and form are completely exposed on the ATF C-Kelly. Tumbler 
gripper action on the C-Kelly will be welcomed by the Style B operator. 
Setting of the grippers is simplified as compared with the Style B. 
There are 9 grippers as compered with 8 on the Style B. This extra 
gripper in the center makes necessary moves less frequent.

The feeders on both presses are basically the same. Such ents — 
as the reloading feed table on the C-Kelly, however, gives the owner 
many additional printed sheets per day. Stock can be winded, properly 
jogged and loaded into the feeder without stopping the press. With 
only 6 lifts per day at a saving of 10 minutes per lift, one full 


hour can be saved for running time.

Two feeder suction tubes for use on heavy stock are furnished. (There 
is only one on the Style B.) 


Micrometer pile height gauge on the C-Kelly permits adjustment of pile 
height while press is running. 


PRODUCTION Style B top speed 3600 impressions per hour

"production" to be top speed of the press on either machine. We pre- 
fer to accept average figures compiled by printers' experiences. Such 
figures show both mechines to have an averege production 2/3 of top 
speed. Using this as a basis, production-minded printers can expect 
approximately 6300 additional impressions per 7-hour day from the C— 
Kelly compared with the B Kelly. Here is how it is figured:
